he was held by his fellow' countrym en were

The constitution w Rich requires those chosen

It is gratifying to announce that me relations

other nations and consistent and amicable atti­ 
tude toward the strong and weak alike, furnish

Britain. In view of me ample justification for 
the act of the Lexington and the direlect condi­ 
tion cf Hie islands before aud after their alb god 
occupation bv Argentine colonists, this govern­ 
ment considers the claim as wholly groundless.

the tendencies of monopoly, which is inherent in 
the consolidation of wealth and plower in the 
hands of va#t corporations. Those suggestions 
may serve to emphasise what I have already said 
on the score of the necessity of a neutralization 
of any interoceanic transit, and this eau only 
be accomplished by making the use of thA 
rou e open to all nations and subject to the 
ambitions and warlike necessities of 
none.

N -got tat ions with lier majesty’s government for 
an enlarged treaty of extradition have been 
pending since 1870, and I entertain strong 
hop.** that a satisfactory result may be soon 
attained. 
THE ALASKA BOUNDARY. 
The frontier line between Alaska and British 
Colombia, as defined by the treaty of cession 
with Russia, follow s the debarkation assigned 
in a prior treaty between Great Britain and 
Russia. Modern exploration discloses that this 
ancient boundary is impracticable, is a geo- 
j graphical factor in the unsettled condition of 
the region. The question ha* lacked lrnpor- 
l lance, but the discovery of minora! wr ait h in the 
I territory the line is supjiosed to traverse, ad­ 
monishes that the time ha* come when an ac­ 
curate knowledge of the boundary is needful to 
avrri jurisdictional complications.

REDUCTION OF BEVE NUE. 
The fact that our revenues are la excess of the 
actual needs of the government, justifies a re­ 
daction in the amount exacted from the people 
for its sup|)ort. Our government is but the means, 
established by the will of a free people, by which 
certain principles are applied, which they have 
adopted for their benefit and protection, and it 
is never belter administered, and its true spirit 
is never better observed than when the people’s 
taxation for its support is scrupulously limited 
to the actual necessity of expenditure and dis­ 
tributed according to a just and equitable plan. 
The proposition with which we have to deal is 
the redaction of the revenue received by the 
government and indirectly paid by the people 
from customs duties. 
The que#lion of free 
trade Is not involved, nor is there now any oc­ 
casion for the general discussion of the wisdom 
or expediency of a protective system. Justice 
and fairness dictate that in anv modification of 
our present lajvs relating to revenue, the in­ 
dustries 
and interests 
which 
have 
been 
encouraged 
by such 
laws, and in 
which 
our 
citizens 
have 
large 
Investments, 
should not be ruthlessly injured or destroyed. 
We should also deal with the subject in such a 
manner as to protect the interests of American 
labor, which is the capital of our workingmen. 
Its stability and proper remuneration furnish 
the most justifiable pretext for a protective 
policy. 
Within these limitations a certain re­ 
duction should be made on ourcustoms revenue. 
Thoam onntof such reduction having been de­ 
termined. the inquiry follows where can it best 
lie remitted and what articles can best be re­ 
leased from duty in the Interest of our citizens? 
I think the reduction should be made In tne rev* 
era ne derived from a tax upon the imported nec­ 
essaries of lite. 
We thus directly lessen the 
cost of Jiving in every* family of the land, and re- 
leose to the people in every humble home a 
iarger measure or the regards of frugal in­ 
dustry. 
THE BANKS. 
During the year ended Nov. I. 1885, 145 na­ 
tional bank* were organized, with an aggregate 
capital of #10,938,000, and circulating notes 
have been issued to them amounting to #4,274,- 
610. The whole nurni>er of these banks in ex­ 
istence on the day above mentioned was 2,727. 
The very limited amount of circulating notes 
issued by our national banks compared with the 
amount the law permits them to issue, upon a 
deposit of bood* for their redemption, indicates 
that the volume of oar circulating medium may 
be largely increased through 
this 
instru­ 
mentality. 
Nothing more important than the 
pre-cut condition of our eurrencv and coin agn­ 
ean claim your attention. Since February. 1878, 
the government has, under the compulsory pro­

It he evident disposition to hoard gold, give*

There is certainly not enough silver now in cir­ 
culation to caii-e uneasiness, anil the whole 
amount coined and now on hand might, after a 
time, to absorbed by the people without appre­ 
hension. 
But it i* the ceaseless stream that 
threatens to overflow the land which causes f* ar 
and uncertainty. What ha* been thus far sub­ 
mitted upon this subject relates almost entirely 
to considerations of a home nature, unconnected 
with the ii aring which the policies ot other na­ 
tion# have upon the question. But it is per­ 
fectly apparent tha’ a Tine of action in regard to 
our currency cannot wisely be settled upon or 
persisted rn without considering the attitude of 
the subject of other countries with whom we 
maintain intercourse through commerce, trade 
and travel An acknowledgment of this fact 
i* found in the act br virtue of which our silver 
is om pnlsoriiy coined. It provides: 
“The president shall invite the governments of 
the countries comprising the Latin union, so 
called, and of such other European nations as 
he mar' deem advisable, to join the United 
States in a conference to adopt a common ratio 
between gold and silver tor the purpose of es­ 
tablishing internationally the use of bimetallic 
money and securing fixity of relative value be­ 
tween those metals." 
This conference absolutely failed, aud a sim ­ 
ilar fate has awaited all subsequent offers in tho 
same direction, and still we continue our coin­ 
age of sliver at a ratio different from that of 
any other nation. The most vital port of tho 
silver coinage act remains inoperative and un­ 
executed, and without an ally or friend. 
We 
battle upon the silver field in an illogical aud 
losing contest. To give full effect to the design 
of congress on this subject I have made careful 
and earnest endeavor since the adjournment of 
the last congress. 
REFER# TO MR. MARBLE. 
To this end I delegated a gentleman well in­ 
structed in fiscal science to proceed to the finan­ 
cial centers of Europe, and in conjunction with 
dor minister* to England, Franee and Germany. 
to obtain a full knowledge of the attitude and 
intent of these governments in respect of the 
establishment of such an international ratio as 
would procure free coinage of both metals at the 
mint* of ttiose countries and oar own. By my 
direction our consul general at Bari# has given 
close attention to the proceedings of the con­ 
gress of the Latin union in order to indicate 
our interest in its objects and report it# action. 
It mar to said in brief, as the result of tneae 
efforts, that the attitude of the leading powers 
remains substantially 
unchanged 
since the 
monetary conference of 1881, nor is it to ba 
questioned that the view* of these govern­ 
ments 
are 
supported

public opinion. The views thus taken havo 
therefore only more fully demonstrated the use­ 
lessness of further attempt* at present to arrive 
at auv agreement on the subject, with other 
nation*. 
In the meantime we are accumulating 
silver coin based upon ° nr own peculiar ratio to 
such an extent, and assuming so Heavy a burden 
to Im: provided for in any international negotia­ 
tions, a* will render us an undesirable party to j 
any future monetary conference of nations j 


of the departments for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1885. including $13,164,394.60 for 
public works aud river and harbor improve­ 
ments. were $45,850,999.54. Beside the troop# 
which were dispatched in pursuit of the small 
baDdsof Indians which left their reservation in 
Arizona and committed murder ami outrages, 
two regiment* of cavalry and one of infantry 
were sent last July to the Indian Territory to 
prevent an outbreak, which seemed imminent. 
They remained to aid, if necessary, in the expul­ 
sion of intruders upon the reservation who, it 
seemed, caused the discontent among the In­ 
dians, but the executive proclamation warning 
them to remove wa* complied with without in­ 
terference. 
Troops ware also sent to Rock 
Spring*, in Wyoming territory, after the mas­ 
sacre of Chinese there, to prevent further dis­ 
turbances. and afterward to Seattle, in Wash­ 
ington Territory, to avert a threatened attack 
upon Chinese laborers, and domestic violence 
there. In both cases the mere presence of the 
troops had the desired effect. 
It appears that 
the number of desertions had diminished, but 
that daring the last fiscal year they numbered 
2,927; and one instance is given by the lienten 
ant genera! of six desertions by the same re­ 
cruit. I am convinced that till* number of de­ 
sertions can to much diminished by totter dis­ 
cipline and treatment; but the punishment 
phonic! to 
increased 
for repeated offenses. 
These desertions might also to reduced by less­ 
ening the term of first enlistments, thus allow­ 
ing a discontented recruit to contemplate a nearer 
discharge and the army a profitable riddance. 
After one term of service a re-enlistment would 
to quite apt to secure a contented rec ruit aud a 
good soldier. The acting judge advocate gen­ 
eral reports that the number of trials bv general 
court martial daring the year was 2.327. aud 
that 11.851 trial* took place tofere garrison aud 
regimental courts martial. The suggestion that 
probably more than half the army have to-en 
tried for offenses, great aud small, may well ar­ 
rest attention. The cause of many of these trial# 
before garrison aud regimental courts martial 
were for offenses almost frivolous, and there 
should, I think, be a way devised to dispose of 
these in a more summary and less inconvenient 
manner than by court martial. If some of the 
proceedings of courts martial which I have had 
occasion to examine present the ideas of justice 
that generally prevail in these tribunals, I am 
satisfied that they should be much reformed — 
if the honor and the honesty of the army and 
navy are by their instrumentality to be vindi­ 
cated and protected. The tora rd on 
FORTIFICATIONS AND OTHER DEFENSES 
appointed in pursuance of the provisions of the 
act of congress approved March 31, 188.5, will, 
in a short time, present their report, ami it is 
hojied that this may greatly aid the legislation 
so necessary to remedy the preseut defenseless 
condition of our sea coasts. The work of the 
signal service has been prosecuted during the 
past year with result* of increasing benefit to 
the country. The field of operations ha* toen 
enlarged with a view of adding to its usefulness.

OCEAN MAIL TRANSPORTATION.

ess burdensome. Some of the steamship com­ 
panies, upon the refusal of the postmaster gen­ 
eral to attempt bv the mean* provided the dis­ 
tribution of the sum appropriated as extra com­ 
pensation, withdrew the 
services 
of

vessels, and thereby occasioned slight incon­ 
venience, though no considerable injury. The 
mails have been dispatched by other means.

The love of home is strong with all. and 
yet there are those w hose attachment to a par­ 
ticular locality is by no rra-ans unyielding. Th® 
ownership of their lands in severalty is mach 
desired by some, while by others, and soma­ 
time* again the most civilized, such a distribu­ 
tion would be bitterly opposed. Tne variation 
of their wan?*, growing out of ami connected 
with the character of their several locations, 
should be regarded. Home are upon reservations 
most fit for grazing, but without flocks or herd*, 
aaa som?: on arable lauds have no agricultural 
implements, while some of the reservations ar© 
double the size necessary to maintain the nu tu­ 
tor of Indians now upon them. In a few years, 
perhaps, they should Vs? enlarged. Add to ail 
this the difference iii the administration of tho 
agencies, while the same duties are devolved 
upon all, the disposition of the agents and tho 
manner of their contact with the Indiana hay© 
mach to do with their 
CONDITION AND WELFARE. 
The agent w ho jx-rfunctorily perform# his duty 
ani slrarhfully neglects all opnort uni tv to ad­ 
vance their moral and physical improvement, 
and tai * to inspire them wit h a desire for totter 
thing*, will accomplish nothing in th?’ direction. 
of their civilization: white he who feels the bur­ 
den of an important trust, and ha* an interest in 
his w'ork, will, by consistent example, firm yea 
considerate treatment, and well directed aid and 
encouragement, continually lead those under hi* 
charge 
toward 
tho 
light 
of 
civilization. 
The history of <all t he progress which has been 
made in the civilization of the Indian, I think, 
w ill disclose the fact that the toginning has been 
religious teaching, followed by 01 accompany­ 
ing secular education, while the self-sacrificing 
ara! pious men ami women who have aided In 
this good work by their independent endeavor© 
have for their reward; the toned cent results of 
their labor, aud the ©onsciousness of Christian 
duty well performed. 
Their valuable service© 
shonld to fully acknowledged by ail who, under 
th?- laws, are charged with the contnl and ruan- 
agement of our Indian wards. What has Iteea 
sat?l indicates that in the present condition of 
the Indians no attempt shonld be made to apply 
a fixed and unyielding plan of action to their 
varied anil varying needs and circumstance*. 
The Indian borean, burdened as it is w ith their 
general oversight and with the details of the es­ 
tablishment, can hardly possess itself of the 
minute i>artlcutar* of cases needing treatment, 
aud thus th?’ propriety of creating an Instru­ 
mentality auxilha: v to those already established 
f ;r the care of the Indians suggests itself. 
PROPOSED COMMISSION. 
I recommend the passage of a law authorizing 
the appointment of six commissioners, three of 
whom shall to detailed from the army, to bo 
charged with the duty of a careful iusi>ectioa 
from time to time of all the Iudiana upon oar 
reservations or subject to the care and control 
of the government, with a view of discovering 
their exact condition aud needs, and deter­ 
mining what steps shall to taken on behalf of 
the government to improve their situation In 
the direction of their self-support and complete 
civilization; that they ©©certain tram such 
inspection w hat, if any, of the reservation# may 
be reduced in area, and in such case what part, 
not needed for Indian occui?ation, may to pur­ 
chased by the government Trom the Indians and 
disposed of for their benefit: what, if any, 
Indians may, with their consent, to removed to 
other reservations, with a view of their concen­ 
tration, and the sale on their tohalf of their 
abandoned reservations; what Indian lands noir 
held in common should to allotted in severally; 
in what manner and to what extent the Indian© 
upon the reservations can to placed under th® 
protection of our law* and subjected to their 
penalties, .and w hich, if any. Indians should bo 
invested with the right of citizenship. Th© 
powers an J functions of tile commissioners in 
regard to these subjects should to dearly de­ 
fined, though they should, in conjunction with 
the secretary of the interior, to given all the au­ 
thority to deal 
definitely with 
the 
ques­ 
tions presented, deemed safe and consistent. 
They should also to charged with th© duty of 
ascertaining the Indians who might properly be 
famished with implements of agriculture and 
of what kind: in what cases the support of th© 
government should to withdrawn: where th© 
present plan of distributing Indian supplier 
should to changed; where school# may to es­ 
tablished and where discontinued: the conduct.

The department of 
agriculture was created for the purpose of ac­ 
quiring and diffusing among the people useful 
inform ation respecting the subjects It basin 
charge, and are doing in the cause of intelligent 
and progressive farm ing by the collection of 
statistics, by testin g the value and usefulness of 
new seeds and plants and distributing such as 
are found desirable among agriculturists. This 
and other powers and duties with which this de­ 
partment is invested are of the utmost import­ 
ance, and. if wisely exercised, must be of great 
iieneflt to the country. The aim of onr benefi­ 
cent governm ent is the improvement of the 
people in every station and the amelioration cf 
their condition. Hereby our agriculturists should 
not ie neglected. 
The instrument alit y estab­ 
lished in aid of the farmers of the land should 
not onlv be well equipped for the accomplish­ 
ment of its purpose, but those for whose benefit 
it has l>een adopted should be encouraged to 
avail them selves fully oflts advantages.

THE CONG HESSTON AL LIBRARY. 
It i- a source of cons id* rabic and not unnat­ 
ural discontent that no adequate provision has 
vet Ii.-en made for accom m odating tile principal 
library of the governm ent 
Of the vast collec- 
tion of hooks and pam phlets gathered at the 
capitol, numbering som e seven hundred thou­ 
sand, exclusive of m anuscripts, maps, and the 
pr ducts of the graphic aits, also of great vol­ 
ume and value, only about ti)roe hundred thou­ 
sand yolnm -s. or less than half the collection, 
are provided w ith shelf room ; the others, which 
a'- irer< asitia at the rate of from tw enty-five to 
thirty thousand volum es a year, are not only in ­ 
accessible to th e public, but are subject to seri­ 
ous damage aud deterioration trom other causes 
in their present situation. 
A consideration of 
the lac? that the library of the capitol has tw ice 
l>een destroyed or damaged by tire, is daily 
increasing value and its im portance, at a place 
of deposit of books under the law relating to 
copyright, m akes 
m anifest the necessity of 
prompt action to insure its proper accom m oda­ 
tion aud protection. 
DISTRICT MATTERS. 
My attention has been called to a controversy 
which ha*, arisen from the condition of the law 
relating to railroad facilities in the city of W ash­ 
ington, which has involved the com m issioners of 
the district in much annoyance and trouble. 
I 
hope the difficulty w ill be prom ptly settled by 
appropriate 
legislation. 
The 
com m issioners 
represent that enough of the revenues of the 
dis! riot are now on deposit in the treasury of the 
United States to repay the sum advanced by the 
government for sewer im provem ents under the 
act of June 30. 1884. 
They desire now an ad­ 
vance of the share which ultim ately should he 
b m e by the district of the coat of extensive 
im provem ents ta the streets of the city. 
The 
total e x ilenses of these contem plated im prove­ 
m ents is estim ated at $ I,(XHMHX), and they are 
ct the opinion that a considerable sum could be 
saved if they bad all the m oney in hand, so that 
contracts fur the whole work could be made at 
the sam e time. 
They express confidence that if 
the advance asked for should lie made the gov­ 
ernm ent would lit reim bursed the same w ithin a 
reasonable tim e. 
I have no doubt that these 
im provem ents could be made much cheat»er lf 
undertaken together and prosecuted according 
to a general plan. 
The license law now in foroe 
within the district is deficient and uncertain in J 
som e of its provisions and ought to be amended. 
The oim m issioners urge, w ith good reason, the I 
necessity of providing a building for the use of ' 
the district governm ent, which shall better se- I 
cure the safety- and preservation of its valuable j 
books and records. 
THE PRESIDENTIAL SUCCESSION. 
The present condition of the law in relation ! 
to the succession to the presidency in the event I 
of the death, disability or removal of both th e ) 
president and vice president is such as to re- I 
quire im m ediate am endm ent. 
This subject has I 
repeatedly I ice ii considered by congress, but no 
result has been reached. 
The recent lam entable 
death of the vice president, and vacancies at the I 
sam e tim e in ail other offices, the incum lients of j 
which m ight im m ediately exercise the lunations 
of the presidential office, has caused public a n i- I 
ietv, and a just demand that a recurrence of I 
such a condition of affairs should not lie per­ 
il sited. 
In conclusion I com mend to the w ise 
and thoughtful attention of congress the needs, ! 
the welfare aud the co-operation of an in telli­ 
gent and generous nation. To subordinate these I 
to the narrow advantages of partisanship or the I 
accom plishm ent of selfish aim s is to violate the I 
People’s trust and betray the jieople’s interests. 
But an individual sense of resi»onsibility on the 1 
jar? of each o f us, and a stern determ ination to j 
i>erform our duty well, m ust give us place am ong 
those who have added in their day and genera- I 
t i n to th e glory and pros m 
y of our beloved 
laLd.

The recent outbreak in W yoming T er­ 
ritory, where num bers of unoffending Chtnarnon, 
indisputably within the protection of the treaties 
aud the law. were m urdered by a mob, and the 
still more recent threatened outbreak of the 
same character, in W ashington Territory, are 
iresh in the m inds of ail. aud there is apprehen­ 
sion lest the bitterness of feeling against the 
Mongolian 
race on 
the Pieitte slope may 
find vent In sim ilar lawless dem onstrations. 
All the power of this governm ent should be ex­ 
erted to m aintain the am plasi good taith tow ard 
China in the treatm ent of these men, and the 
Inflexible sternness of the law in bringing the 
wrongdoers to justice should bn insisted upon. 
Every effort has been made by this government 
to prevent these violent ra t breaks, and to aid 
the representatives of China In ttseir investiga­ 
tion of these outrages, and it in but ju?t to say 
th at they are traceable to the lawlessness of 
men, not citizens 
of

United States, 
engaged in com petition w ith Chinese laborer*. 
Race prejudice is the chief factor, excels la 
originating taese disturbance-, aud is in a large 
part of our domain jeopardizing our dom estic 
peace and the good relationship we strive to 
m aintain with China. 
The adm itted right of a 
governm ent to prevent the influx of elem ents 
hostile to its eternal peace and security may not 
be questioned even where th -re is no treaty 
stipulation on the subject. 
T hat the exclusion

THE ALASKA BOUNDABY. 
The frontier line between Alaska and B ritish 
Columbia, as defined by the treaty of cession 
with Russia, follows the debarkation assigned 
in a prior treaty between Great B ritain and 
Russia. Modern exploration discloses th at this 
ancient boundary is impracticable, is a geo­ 
graphical factor in the unsettled condition of 
the region.

REDUCTION OK REVENUE. 
The fact that our revenues are in excess of th« 
actual needs of the government, justifies a re­ 
duction In the am ount exacted from the people 
for its Htipiiort. Our government Is but the means, 
established by the will of a free people, by which 
certain principles are applied, which they have 
adopted for their benefit and protection, and it 
is never better adm inistered, and its true spirit 
is never better observed than when the people’s 
taxation for its support is scrupulously limited 
to the actual necessity ot expenditure and dis­ 
trib u ted according to a just and equitable plan. 
The proposition w ith which we have to deal is 
the redaction of the revenue received by the 
governm ent and indirectly j>aid by the people 
from custom* duties. 
The question of free 
trade is not involved, nor is there now anv oc­ 
casion for the general discussion of the wisdom 
or exjiediency of a protective system . Justice 
and fairness dictate th at in anv modification of 
our present laycs relating to revenue, the in ­ 
dustries 
and interests 
which 
have 
been 
encouraged 
by »nch 
laws, and ia 
which 
our 
citizens 
have 
large 
investm ents, 
should not be ruthlessly injured or destroyed. 
We should also deal with the subject in snch a 
m anner as to protect the Interests of American 
labor, w hich is the capital of oar workingmen. 
Its stability and proper rem uneration furnish 
the most justifiable pretext for a protective 
policy. 
W ithin these lim itations a certain re­ 
duction should be made on onr custom s revenue. 
Tho am onnt of such reduction having beet, de­ 
term ined. the inquiry follows where can tt beat 
be rem itted and what articles can best, be re­ 
leased from doty in the interest of onr citizens? 
I think the reduction should be made in tne rev­ 
enue derived from a tax upon the im ported uec- 
e**aric* of lire. 
We thus directiv lessen the 
cost of living in every family of the land, and re­ 
lease to the people in every hum ble home a 
larger measure of the rew ards of frugal In­ 
dustry.

The roost distinguished advocate of bim etal­ 
lism, discussing our silver coinage, ha? lately 
wn* ten : “No American eitiz'm had felt the sen* 
satlon of cheapness, either in receiving or ex- 
liending the wilver act dollars," and th*i*e who 
live by labor or legitim ate trad**, never will feci 
tliat sensation of cheapness. 
However plenty 
-liver dollars may become, they will not be d is­ 
tribute 1 as gift- among the people, aud if the 
ia*.ortng man should receive four depreciated 
dollars where he now receive* bur two, he will 
iav in the depreciated coin more than doable 
the price he now {’ays for all the necessaries 
and com fortsof life." Those who donot fear any 
disastrous consequences arising from the con - 
tinned com prJsorv coinage of siiver as now 
directed by law, and who suppose th at the

not now desire to keep it in hand: and this.w ith 
the evident disposition to board gold, gives

There is certainly not enough silver now in cir­ 
culation to cause uneasiness, and the whole 
am ount coined and now on hand might, after a 
time, be absorbed by the people without appre­ 
hension. 
But it is the ceaseless stream th at 
threatens to overflow the land which causes f**ar 
and uncertainty. 
W hat has b-en thus far sub­ 
m itted ui *-u this subject relates alm ost entirely 
to considerations of a home nature, unconnected 
with the bearing which the policies ot other n a­ 
tio n s have upon the question. B nt it is per­ 
fectly apparent that a fine cf action in regard to 
our currency cannot wiselv be settled upon or 
persisted 1*1 w ithout considering the attitu d e of 
tire suljj ct of other countries w ith whom we 
m aintain intercourse through commerce, trade 
and travel. An acknowledgment of this fact 
is found in the act b . virtue of which our silver 
is c >mpnlsorily coined. 
It provides: 
“The president shall invite the governm ents of 
the countries comprising the L atin union, so 
called, and of such other European nations as 
he nu)y deem advisable, to join the U nited 
H ra tc sin a conference to adopt a commou ratio 
between gold and silver tor the purpose of es­ 
tablishing internationally the use of bim etallic 
money and securing fixity of relative value be­ 
tween tho?e m etals." 
This conference absolutely failed, aud a sim ­ 
ilar fate lias aw aited all subsequent offers in tho 
same direct ion. and still we continue our coin­ 
age of silver at a ratio different from th at of 
any other nation. 
The most vital port of tho 
silver coinage act rem ains inoperative and u n ­ 
executed, and without an ally or friend. 
We 
battle upon the silver field in an illogical and 
losing contest. 
To give full effect to the design 
of congress on this subject I have made careful 
and earnest endeavor since the adjournm ent of 
the last congress. 
R E F E R S TO M R. M A R B LE. 
To this end I delegated a gentlem an well in ­ 
structed in fiscal science to proceed to the finan­ 
cial centers of Etirojre, anti in conjunction with 
our m inister- to England, France and Germany, 
to obtain a full knowledge of the attitu d e and 
intent of these governm ents in respect of the 
establishm ent of sncli an international ratio as 
would procure free coinage of both m etals at the 
m ints of those countries and our own. By my 
direction onr consul general at Baris uas given 
close attention to the proceedings of the con­ 
gress of the Latin union in order to indicate 
onr interest in its objects and report its action. 
It mav be said in Grief, as the result of tneae 
efforts, that the attitu d e of the leading powers 
rem ains substantially 
unchanged 
since the 
m onetary conference of 1881. nor is it to be 
questioned that the views of these govern­ 
m ents 
are 
supported 
bv 
the 
weigh:

p ublic opinion. The views thus taken have 
therefore only more fuliv dem onstrated the use­ 
lessness of further attem pts at present to arrive 
at auv agreem ent on the subject, with other 
nations. 
In the m eantim e we are accum ulating 
*iiv«?r coin based upon onr own peculiar ratio to 
such an extent, and assum ing so tieavv a burden

T IIE ARMY AND NAVY. 
SECRETARY ENDICOTT'.S REPORT. 


ITS GENERAL CONDITION. 
The affair? of tbe postal service are exhibited 
by the report of the postm aster genera*, which 
will be laid before you. The postal revenue 
w hose rate? of gain upon the rising proftirerUy 
of 1-82 and 1 --3, outHtripp^l the increasing 
expen?es of our growing service, wa? checked 
by the reduction in tha rate of letter postage 
which took effect with the lreginning of Octo­ 
ber in the latter year, and it diminished during 
■ ■ • t h e two past (W*al vear* $2, /9i',Go<>, >n the r*r>.- 
Tue report of the secretary of war is herewith 
portion of $2,270,000 in 1884, to $520,000 in 
su b m itted : The attention of congre-s is invited 
to the detailed account which it contains of the 
adm inistration of hi» departm ent, and his rec­ 
om m endations and suggestions for the improve­ 
m ent of the service. 
Tne arm y consisted, at the 
date of the last consolidated returns, ol 2,15 4 
officers and 24,705 enlisted men. The exirense? 
r>f the departm ents for the fiscal year ended 
Jnne 30, 1885, including $13,1 <>4,394.60 for 
public works and river and harbor improve­ 
ments, were $45,850,999.51. 
Beside the troops 
which were dispatched m pursuit of the small 
baDdsof Indians which left their reservation in 
Arizona and com m itted m urder ami outrages, 
two regiment? of cavalry and one of infantry 
were sent last July to the Indian Territory to 
prevent an outbreak, which seemed imm inent. 
They remained to aid, if necessary, in the expul­ 
sion of intruders upon the reservation who, it 
seemed, caused the discontent among the In ­ 
dians, bnt tbe executive proclamation warning 
them to remove wa? complied w ith w ithout in­ 
terference. 
Troops ware also sent to Rock 
Spring-, in W yoming territory, after the m as­ 
sacre of Chinese there, to prevent further d is­ 
turbances. and afterw ard to Seattle, In W ash­ 
ington Territory’. K> avert a threatened attack 
upon Chinese laborers, and dom estic violence 
there. In both cases the mere presence-of the 
troops had the desired effect. 
It appears that 
the nnmlrer of desertions had diminished, but 
that during the last fiscal year they numbered 
2,927; and one instance is given by the lieuten­ 
ant general of six desertion? by the same re­ 
cruit. 
I am convinced that this num ber of de­ 
sertions can be much dim inished by better dis­ 
cipline and treatm ent; b u t the punishm ent 
should ire 
increased 
for repeated offenses. 
These desertions m ight also be reduced by less­ 
ening the term of first enlistm ents, thus allow­ 
ing a discontented recruit to contem plate a nearer 
discharge and the army a profitable riddance. 
After one term of service a re-enlistm ent would 
ire quite apt to secure a contented recruit and a 
good soldier. 
The acting judge advocate gen­ 
eral reports that t he num ber of trials by genera! 
court m artial during the year wa» 2,327. aud 
that 11.851 trial? took place Irefere garrison and 
regim ental courts m artial. 
The suggestion that 
probably more than half the arm y have been 
tried for offenses, great and small, may well ar­ 
rest attention. The cause of m any of these trial? 
before garrison aud regimental courts m artial 
were tor offeuses alm ost frivolous, and there 
should, I think, be a wav devised to dispose of 
these in a more sum m ary aad less inconvenient 
m anner than by court m artial. 
It some of the 
proceedings of courts m artial which I have had 
occasion to exam ine present the Ideas of justice 
th a t generally prevail iu these tribunals, I am 
satisfied th a t they should ire much reform ed— 
if the honor and the honesty of the arm y ami 
navy are by their instrum entality to be vindi­ 
cated and protected. The board on 
FORTIFICATIONS AND OTHER D EFENSES 
appointed in pursuance of the provisions of the 
act of congress approved March 31, 1885, will, 
in a short time, present their reirert, and it is 
hojred th at this may greatly aid the legislation 
so necessary to remedy the present defenseless 
condition of otir sea coasts. The work of the 
signal service has been prosecuted during the 
past year with results of increasing benefit to 
the country. The field of oirerations ha? been 
enlarged w ith a view of adding to its usefulness. 
The num ber of stations in operation June 30, 
1885, was 489. Telegraphic report* are received 
daily from lt!D station.?. 
Reports 
are 
also 
received from 75 Canadian stations, 375 volun­ 
teer observatories. 52 army surgeon? at m ilitary 
posts, and three foreign stations. The expense 
of service during the fiscal year, after deducting 
receipts from m ilitary telegraph lines, was $797,- 
592.97. In view of the fact referred to by the 
secretary of war th at work of this service, ordi­ 
narily ot a scientific nature, and further fact 
th at it is as-nm iug larger proportions constantly 
and becoming more and more unsuited to the 
fixed rules which m ust govern the army,

The natural growth ami development 
have meantime increased expenditure, resulting j Indians sbouid not be ignored, 
in a deficiency in the revenue to meet the ex- ' 
ponses of the departm ent of $5,250,000 for the 
year 1884, and $8,333,000 in the last fiscal year. 
The anticipated and natural revival of th e 
revenue ha? been oppressed and retarded by 
the unfavorable business condition of the coun­ 
try, of which the postal set vice is a faithful 
calendar. 
The gratifying fact is shown, how­ 
ever, bv the reirert, that our returning pros- 
j perity is m arked by a gain o£ $380,000 in the 
revenue of the latter half of the last year over 
the corresponding {reriod of the preceding year. 
The change in the weight of first-class m atter 
which may be carried for a single rate of i>ost- 
age. from a half-ounce to an ounce, and the re­ 
duction bv one-half of the rate of newspaper 
postage, which, under recent legislation, begun 
v. ith the current year, will operate to restrain 
the augm entation of receipts which otherwise 
have been expected to such a degree tliat the 
scale of expense may gain atom the revenue and 
cause an increased deficiency to Ire shown at it? 
close. 
Yet, after no long period of reawakened 
prosperity, by proper economy, it is confident­ 
ly 
anticipated th at 
even 
the present low 
rates, now as favorable a.? any country affords, 
will Ire adequate to sustain ttie cost of the serv­ 
ice. The operation and the use of the i>ostuifiee 
departm ent is for the convenience and 
B EN EFIT OF THE PEO PI.E 
and the m ethod by which they pay the charees 
of this useful arm of their public service, so th at 
it be ju st and im partial, is of le?s im portance to 
them than the economical expenditures, than 
the means they provide for it? m aintenance ami 
the due improvem ent of its agency, so that they 
may enjoy the highest usefulness. A proper 
attention has been directed to the prevention of 
w aste or extravagance and good results appear 
from the reirert to have already been accom­ 
plished. 
I approve the recom m endation of the post­ 
m aster general to reduce the charges on domes­ 
tic money orders of $5 and less from eight to 
five cents. 
This change wiii m aterially aid 
those of our beopie who m ost of fill avail them ­ 
selves of this instrum ental it v, but to whom the 
element of cheapness is of the greatest iaiirer- 
tance. W ith this reduction the system would 
still rem ain s«df supporting. The free delivery 
system has been extended to nineteen additional 
cities during the year, and 178 now enjoy its 
conveniences. 
Experience has commended it to ( 
those who enjoy its benefits anti further enlarge­ 
m ent of it? facilities is due to other comm unities 
to which it is added. In the cities where it has 
been established, taken together with the Local 
postage, it exceeds its m aintenance by nearly 
$1,300,000. The lim it to which this system i? 
now confined by law ha? Ireen nearly reached, 
and the reasons given justify its extension, which 
is proposed. 
OCEAN MATL TRANSPORTATION. 
It was decided w ith my approbation, after a 
sufficient exam ination, to be inexpedient to 
contract for carrying our foreign mall? under the 
additional authority given bv the last cougress. 
The am ount lim ited was inadequate to pay all 
w ithin the purview of the law, the full rate 
of 50 cents per mile, and it would have been u n ­ 
just and unwise to have given some and denied 
it to others, nor could contracts have Ireen let 
under the law to all at a rate to have brought 
the aggregate w ithin the appropriation w ithout 
snch practical arrangem ent of term? as would 
have violated it. The rate of sea and inland 
postage which was proffered under another sta t­ 
ute clearly appears to Ire a fair compensation for 
the desired service, being three tim es the price 
necessary to secure transportation bv other ves­ 
sels upon any route, and much beyond the 
charges made to private persons for services not 
ess burdensome. Some of the steam ship com­ 
panies, upon the refusal of the postm aster gen­ 
eral to attem pt by the means provided the dis­ 
tribution of the sum appropriated as extra com ­ 
pensation, withdrew the 
services 
of 
their 
vessels, and thereby occasioned slight incon­ 
venience, though no considerable in ju r/. The 
mails have been dispatched by other means. 
W hatever m ay be thought of the policy of sub­ 
sidies of lines of public conveyance or travel, I 
am satisfied th at it should be done undercover of 
an expenditure incident to the adm inistration 
of a departm ent, nor should there be any uncer­ 
tainty as to the recipients of the subsidy, or any 
discretion left to an executive officer as to its 
distribution. If such gifts of public mouey are 
to Ire made for the purpose of aiding any enter­ 
prise In the supposed interest of the public, I 
cannot but think th at the am ount to ire paid 
and the beneficiary m ight better ire determined 
by congress than in any other way. The inter­

gation?. 
They are properly enough called the 
wards of the government, and it should ire borne 
in the m ind that thi? guardianship involves on 
our part efforts for the improvement of their 
eondir. n and the enforcement of their rights. 
There seems to be general concurrence in the 
prop* ?i:ion that th** ultim ate object of their 
j treatm ent should be their civilization and citi­ 
zen-up. fi* ted bv the? ■ to keep pace w’th the 
march of progress. 
With tiie advanced civiliza­ 
tion about th m they will readily assim ilate 
with the mas? of our population, assum ing the 
responsibilities an 1 receiving the protection 
1 incident to this condition. The difficulty ap- 
irears to be in the -election of the mean? to be 
et present employed toward the attainm ent of 
this result. 
< UR INDIAN POPULATION, 
exclusive of those in Alaska, is reported as num ­ 
bering 2*?U.*nh>, n**arly all being located on 
lands set apart for their use and occupation, ag­ 
gregating over 134,000,000 of acres. 
These 
; lands are included in tbe boundaries of 171 res­ 
ervations of different dimensions scattered in 
tw enty-one states and territories, presenting 
great variations in the climate aad the kind and 
quality of the soil. Among the Indians on these 
several reservations there 
exists 
the 
m ost 
m arked difference in natural traits and disposi­ 
tions and iu their progress toward civilization. 
W hile some are lazy, vicious and stupid, others 
are industrious, peaceful aud intelligent. While 
a portion of them are self-supporting and inde­ 
pendent and have so far advanced in civilization 
th at they make their own laws, which are ad­ 
m inistered through officers of their ow n choice, 
and educate their children in schools of their 
own establishm ent and 
maintenance, other* 
remain in squalor and dependence, alm ost the 
savagery of tbeir natural slate. I11 dealing w ith 
this question, tbe desire? m anifested by tha 
Here, again, we 
hud a great diversity. 
W ith some the tribal 
relation is cherished with the utm ost tenacity, 
while its hold upon others is considerably re­ 
laxed. 
The love of home is strong wfth all. and 
yet there are those whose attachm ent to a par­ 
ticular locality is by no means unyielding. Th® 
ownership of their lands in seveialtv is m uch 
desired by some, while by others, and some­ 
tim es again the m ost civilized, such a distribu­ 
tion would be bitterly opposed. The variation 
of their want?, growing out of an*i connected 
with the character of their several locations, 
should be regarded. Home are upon reservations 
m ost fit for grazing, but without flocks or herda. 
aad some on arable lands have no agricultural 
im plem ents, while some of the reservations ar* 
double the size nece??ary to m aintain the num ­ 
ber of Indians now upon them. In a few years, 
perhaps, they should be enlarged. Add to all 
this the dtfferenee 111 the adm inistration of tho 
agencies, while the same duties are devolved 
u|>on all, the disposition of the agents and tho 
m anner of their contact with the Indians hare 
much to do with their 
CONDITION AND W ELFARE. 
Tbe agent who perfunctorily performs his d a ty 
an l slothfully neglect? all opportunity to ad­ 
vance their moral ami physical improvement, 
and fai!? to inspire them w ith a desire for better 
things, will accomplish nothing in the direction 
of their civilization: while he who feels the bur­ 
den of an im portant trust, aud ha? an interest in 
his work, will, by consistent example, firm yeO 
considerate treatm ent, and well directed aid and 
encouragement, continually lead those under his 
charge 
toward 
tho 
light 
ol 
civilization. 
The history of all the progress which has been 
made in the civilization of the Indian, I think, 
will disclose the tact th at the lreginning has ireen 
religious teaching, followed by ot accompany­ 
ing secular education, while the self-sacrificing 
atnl pious men and women who have aided in 
this good work by their independent endeavor* 
have for their reward; the benefie nt results of 
their lairer, and the consciousness of C hristian 
dutv well performed. 
Their valuable service* 
should be fuliv acknowledged by all who, under 
th*' laws, are charged with the control and m an­ 
agement of our Indian wards. 
W hat ha? been 
said indicate? that in the present condition of 
tin* Indians 110 attem pt should be nwida to apply 
a fixed anti unyielding plan of action to their 
varied and varying needs and circumstances. 
The Indian bureau, burdened as it is w ith their 
general oversight and with tiie details of tho es­ 
tablishm ent, can hardly possess itself of tho 
m innte particulars of eases needing treatm ent, 
and thus the propriety of creating an in stru ­ 
m entality auxillia: v to those already established 
f >r the care of the Indian? suggests itself. 
PROPOSED COMMISSION. 
I recommend th.* passage of a law authorising 
the appointm ent of six commissioners, three of 
whom shall be detailed from the army, to bo 
charged with the dutv ot a careful insirection 
from tim e to tim e of all the Indiana upon our 
reservations or subject to the care and control 
of the government, w ith a view of discovering 
their exact couditiou and needs, and deter­ 
m ining what steps shall Ire taken on behalf of 
the government to improve their situation in 
the direction of their self-support and complete 
civilization; th at they ascertain from such 
inspection what, if any, of the reservations may 
be reduced in area, and ia such case what part, 
not needed for Indian occu{>ation, may be pur­ 
chased by the governm ent from the Indians and 
disposed ot for their benefit: what, if any, 
Indiana may, w ith their consent, ire removed to 
other reservations, with a view of their concen­ 
tration, and the sale on their Irehalf of their 
abandoned reservations; what Indian lands now 
held in common should Ire aliotted in severally; 
in what m anner and to what extent the Indiana 
upon the reservation? can Ire placed under tho 
protection of oar law? and subjected to their 
penalties, and which, if any, Indians should bo 
invested with the right of citizenship. Tho 
powers and functions of the commissioners in 
regard to these subject? should be clearly de­ 
fined, though they should, in conjunction w ith 
the secretary of the interior, be given all the au­ 
thority to

tions presented, deemed safe and consistent. 
They should also Ire charged with the duty of 
ascertaining the Indian? who m ight properly be 
furnished with implement* of agriculture and

Tax Tim e Aporoaches. 


All taxes are due on the first 
Monday of January, each year. 
Personal property 
tax 
becomes 
delinquent, March first, when a 
penalty of ten per cent, is added, 
Personal property taxes unpaid are 
collected by the sheriff. 
On June 
first a penalty of ten per cent, is 
added to all 
uupaid real estate 
tax, and said tax will become de­ 
linquent on the first Monday of 
the January following, when an 
additional penalty of five per cent 
is added. 
Tax sales take place on 
the first Monday of May following, 
and the amount of sale draws 24 
per cent a month until redeemed. 
If not redeemed within two years 
from date of sale all lands become 
the absolute property of the state 
or purchaser.

m ethods and fitness of agents in charge of res­ 
ervations; the extent to which such reserva­ 
tions are occupied or intruded upon by every un­ 
authorized person, and generally all m atters 
relative to the welfare and m anagem ent of the 
Indians. They should a ivise w ith the secretary 
of the interior concerning these letters of detail 
In m anagem ent, and he should be given power 
to deal with them fullv. 
If he is not vested 
w ith such power, th is plan contem plates the 
selection of persons for com m issioners who are 
interested in the Indian question, who have 
practical ideas on t he subject of their treatm ent. 
The expense of the Indian bureau during the 
las fiscal year was more than $6,500,000. I be­ 
lieve mucli of this expenditure may be saved 
under the plan proposed; th at its economical 
effects wonid be increased w ith its continuance;, 
th a t the safety cf our frontier settlers would 
be subserved under its operation, and th at the 
nation would la; saved through its results from 
th e im putation of inhum anity, injustice and 
m ism anagem ent. In order to carry out the pol­ 
icy of allotm ent of Indian lands in severalty 
and when deemed expedient, it will be necessary 
to have surveys completed of the resevations, 
and 1 hope th at provision wilt be made for the 
prosecution of th is work, lu May of the pres­ 
ent year a sm all portion of 
THE CHXRICAHUA APACHES, 
on the W hite M ountain reservation in Arizona, 
left the reservation and com m itted a num ber of 
m urders and depredations upon the settlers in 
th at neighborhood. Though prom pt and ener­ 
getic action w as taken by the m ilitary, the rene­ 
gades eluded capture and escaped into Mexico. 
The form ation of the country through which 
these Indians passed—the speed of their escape 
and th e m anner in which they scattered and 
concealed them selves am 1 ng the 
m ountains 
near the scene of their out rages—put our soldiers 
at a great disadvantage in their efforts to cap­ 
tu re them , though the expectation is still en ter­ 
tained th a t they will be ultim ately taken and 
punished for th ir crimes. The threatening and 
disorderly conduct of the Cheyennes of the 
Indian T erritory last sum m er caused consider­ 
able alarm and uneasiness. Investigation proved 
th a t their threatening a ttitu d e was due. in a 
great measure, to the occupat ion of t he laud of 
the reservation by immense herds of cattle, 
which their owners claimed 
were rightfully 
theirs, under certain leases made by the Indians. 
Fuch occupation appearing, upon exam ination, 
to be unlaw ful, notw ithstanding these l a>-s. 
the intruders were ordered to rem “ e w ith their 
cattle ftom the lands of the Indians by executive 
proclam ation. The enforcement of th is procla­ 
m ation had the effect of restoring peace among 
th e Indians, and they are now quiet and well- 
behaved. By an executive order issued on Feb. 
27, 18So, by m y predecessor, a jwjriion of the 
tract of country in the territory, known as the 
old W innebago and Crow Creek reservations, 
was directed to be restored to the public dom ain 
and opened to settlem ent under the land laws of 
the U nited States, and a larg*-number of persons 
entered upon these lands. This action alarmed 
the Sioux Indians, who claim*' I the territo ry as 
belonging to their reservation, under the treaty 
of 1 sc,s. 
This claim was determ ined, after 
careful investigation, to l*e well founded, and, 
consequently, the executive order referred to 
was, by proclam ation of April 17, 1885, de­ 
clared to be inoperative and of no effect, and all 
persons upon the land were warned to leave. 
This warning has l>een substantially complied 
with. 
THE rUBLIC DOMAIN 
had its origin in sessions of land by the states 
to the general government. The first cession 
was m ade by the State of New York, and the 
largest, whose area exceeded all others, by the 
S tate of Virginia. The territory, the proprietor­ 
ship of which became thus vested in tlie general 
government, extended from the w estern line ot 
Pennsylvania to the M ississippi river. 
Th©se 
patriotic donations of the states were incum ­ 
bered with no condition except th a t they should 
be held and used “For tins common benefit of the 
United States." By purchase with the common 
fund of ail the people additions were made to 
th is dom ain until it extended to the northern 
line of Mexico, the Pacific ocean and the Polar 
sea. 
The original tru st, “For the common ben­ 
efit of the U nited States,” attached to all. the 
execution < t that trust, the policy of m anv 
homes rather than large estates, w as adopted by 
the government. 
T hat these m ight Ik- easily 
obtained’and bo th e abode of security and con­ 
tentm ent, the laws for the acquisition were few, 
easily understood and general in their character. 
I3nt the pressure of local interests, combined 
w ith a sjteculative spirit have, in m any in ­ 
stances, procured the passage of laws which 
m arred tne harm ony of the general plan and 
incum bered the system w ith a m ultitude of gen­ 
eral and special enactm ents which rendered the 
land laws oom plicated.subjectcd the titles to un­ 
certainty and the purchasers o tte n to oppression 
and wrong. Laws th at were intended for the 
“common 
benefit" 
have lieen 
perverted so 
th a t large 
quantities 
of 
land are vesting 
in sight .ownerships. 
From 
the m ultitude 
and character of the laws this seems incap­ 
able of correction 
by 
mere adm inistration. 
I t is not for tne common benefit <>f the U nited 
States th at a large ar<-a of the public lauds 
should be acquired, directly or through fraud, in 
the hands of a single individual. 
The nation s 
strength is in the people; th e nation’s prosper­ 
ity is in th eir prosperity; the nation's glory is 
m the equality of her justice; the nation s per­ 
petuity is in the patriotism of all her people; 
hence as lar as practicable the plan adopted for 
the disposal of public lands should have in view 
the original policy v hieh encouraged m any p u r­ 
chasers of th--so lands for homes and discouraged 
the m assing oi large areas, exclusive of Alaska. 
About three-fifths of the national dom ain lias 
been sold or subjected to contract or g ra n tf of 
the rem aining two-fifth* a considerable portion 
is either m ountain or desert. 
A rapidly increas­ 
ing population creates a growing dem and for 
homes, atid the accum ulation of w ealth inspires 
an et.ger com petition to obtain this public laud 
for speculative purposes. In the future this 
colli -ion ot inter* :-rs will be more m arked than 
in the past, and the execution of the nation's 
trust in behalf of our settlers w ill be more diffi­ 
cult. 
1 therefore comm end to your attention the 
recom mendations contained in my report of the 
secretary of th*' interior, w ith reference to the 
repeal and modification ot certain of 
OCR l.AND LAW S. 
The nation has made princely grants and sub­ 
side s to a system of railroad projected as great 
national highways to connect the Pacific states 
w ith the Hast. 
P has been charged that these 
d nations from the people have been diverted to 
private gain and corrupt uses, and tiiu« public 
indignation has been aroused and suspicion en­ 
gendered. 
Our great nation does not begrudge 
its generosity, but it abhors peculation and 
fraud, and the favorable regard of our people for 
the great corporations to which these grants 
were made can only be revived by a restoration 
of confidence to be secured by their constant, 
unequivocal and earlv m anifested integrity. 
A 
faithful application of the undim tnished pro­ 
ceeds ot the grants to the construction and j»er- 
feetine <d ’ heir roads, an honest discharge of 
their obligations and entire justice to all the 
people in the enjoym ent of their rights on the 
highways of travel is all the public asks, and it 
will be content w ith no less. To secure these 
things should be the common purpose oi the 
officers of the governm ent as well as of the cor - 
porai ions. W it Ii this accom plishm ent prosperity 
would be poim anentlv secured to the roads, and 
national pride would take the place of national 
complaint.

About one m an in ten of all those who en­ 
listed in the late w ar or reported as receiving 
pensions, exclusive of the dependents of de­ 
ceased soldiers. 
On the first of July, 1875, the 
num ber of pensioners was 231,821, and the 
Increase w ithin the ten years next thereafter 
was 110,301. 
W hile there is no expenditure of 
public fund* w’hich the i>eople more cheerfully 
approve than th a t made in recognition of tire 
services of our soldiers living and dead, the 
sentim ent underlying the subject should not be 
v itiated by t he introduction of any fraudulent 
practices. Therefore it is fully 
im portant 
th at the rolls should be cleansed of all those 
who by fraud have secured a place thereon, as 
that m eritorious 
claims should be sjieedily 
exam ined and adjusted. 
The reform s in the 
m ethods of doing the business of th is bureau 
which have lately been inaugurated prom ise 
b etter results in both these directions. 
The 
operations of 
’CHE PATENT OFFICE 
dem onstrate tin* activity of the inventive genius 
of the country. 
For the year ended June 30, 
1 88.>, the a; plications for patents, including re­ 
issues, and for the registration of trade-m arks 
and labels, numbered 35,<>88. 
D aring the same 
period there were 22,928 patents granted and 
reissued, and 1. 421* trade-m arks and labels reg­ 
istered. The num ber of patents issued in the 
year 1875 was I -1,f f 7. 
The receipts during the 
last fiscal year were $1,074,971.35, ttud the 
total expenditures, not including contingent ex- 
penses, $931,123.11, There were 9,788 applica­ 
tions for patents pending on the first day of 
July, 1884, ami 5,780 on the same date la th e 
year 1 s s j. 
There has been considerable im ­ 
provem ent made lu the prom pt determ ination 
of applications and a consequent relief to ex- 
peetant inventors. 
A num ber of suggestions 
and recom m endations are contained in the re­ 
port ot the comm issioner of patents, w hich are 
well entitled to the consideration of congress. 
TATTLE DISEASES. 
The prohibition of the im portat ion into several 
countries of certain of our anim als and their 
products, based upon the suspicion that health 
is endangered in their use and consum ption, 
suggests the im portance ot such precautions for 
the protection of our stock ot all kinds against 
disease as will disarm suspicion of danger and 
cause the removal of such an injurious prohibi­ 
tion. 
If th e law snow in operation are insuf­ 
ficient to accomplish this protection I recom­ 
m end their am endm ent to cover the necessi­ 
ties of the situation, and 1 commend to the con­ 
sideration of congress the suggestions contained 
iu the report of the comm issioner of agriculture, 
calculated to increase the value and efficiency of 
th is departm ent. 


T H E 51 OltM ON QUESTION. 
WHAT HAS BEEN DONE. 
In the territory of U tah the law of the U nited 
States passed for the suppression of polygamy 
has been energetically and faithfully executed 
during tiie past year, with m easurably good re­ 
sults. 
A num ber of convictions have been se­ 
cured for unlaw ful cohabitation, and in some 
cases pleas of guilty have been entered and 
slight punishm ent imposed, upon promise by 
accused that they would not again offend against 
the law nor advise, counsel, aid or abet in any 
way its violation by others. 
T he Utah commis­ 
sioners express the opinion, based upon such in­ 
form ation as they are able to obtain, th at hut 
lew polygam ous m arriages have taken place in 
the territory during the last year. 
They further 
report th at while t here cannot be found upon 
the registration list of voters the names of men 
actually guilty of polygamy, and while none of 
th a t class ars holding office, y et at the last elec­ 
tion lu the territory all the officers ele ted, ex­ 
cept in one county, were men who, though not 
actually living in the practice of polygamy, sub­ 
scribe to the doctrine of polygamous m arriage 
as a divine revelation and a law unto all higher 
and more binding upon the conscience than any 
hum an law, local or national. Thus is the 
strange spectacle presented of a com m unity 
protected by a republican form of government, 
to which they owe allegiance, sustaining by their 
suffrages a principle and a belief which sets at 
naught that obligation of absolute ol>edience to 
th e law of the laud which lies at the foundation 
of republican institutions. 
The strength, the 
peri>etuity and the destiny of the nation rest 
upon our hom es established by the Jaw of God. 
guarded by parental care, regulated by parental 
authority, and sanctified by parental love. These 
are not the homes of polygamy. 
The m others of 
our land, who rule the nation as they m ould the 
characters and guide the actions of their sous, 
live according to 
G O D 'S H O LT ORDINANCE, 
and each, secure and happy in the exclusive love 
of the father of her children, sheds the warm 
tig h t 
of 
tru e 
womanhood, 
uuperverted 
and unpolluted, upon all w ithin her pure and 
wholesome fam ily circle. 
These are not the 


cheerless, crushed and unw om anly m others ol 
polygamy. 
The fathers of our fam ilies are th i 
best citizens of the republic; wife aud childrer 
are the sources of patriotism , ami conjugal anc 
parental affection beget devotion to country 
The m an who, undefiled w ith plural marriage 
Is surrounded in his single home with his wifi 
aud children, has a stake in the country whict 
inspires him w ith respect for its laws, a courage 
for its defense. 
These are not the fathers ol 
polygam ous families. There is no feature of this 
practice, or the system which sanctions it, which 
is not opposed to all th a t is of value in our in ­ 
heritance. 
There should be no relaxation in the 
firm, but ju st, execution ot the law now in oper­ 
ation, and I should lie glad to approve such fu r­ 
ther discreet legislation as will rid the country 
of th is blot upon its fair fame. 
Since the people 
upholding polygam y in our territories aro rein­ 
forced by im m igration from other lands, 1 rec­ 
om mend th at a law be passed to prevent the im ­ 
portation of .Mormons into the country- 


A G R IC U L T U R E , ETC. 


IM PORTANCE OF TH E FARMS. 
The agricultural interest of the country de­ 
m ands ju st recognition and liberal encourage­ 
m ent. 
It sustains with, uncertainty and unfail­ 
ing strength our nation's prosperity by the prod­ 
ucts of its steady toil, and bears its full share of 
the burden of taxation w ithout com plaint. 
Our 
ag riculturists have but slight personal repre­ 
sentation in the councils of the nation, and are 
generally content w ith the hum bler duties of 
citizenship and willing to tru st to the bounty of 
nature for a rew ard of th eir labor. 
B ut the 
m agnitude and value of th is in d n stty is appre­ 
ciated when the statem ent is made th at of our 
total annual exports more than three-fourths 
are the products of agriculture, and of our total 
population nearly one-half are exclusively en ­ 
gaged in th at occupation. 
The departm ent of 
Agriculture was created for the purpose of ac­ 
quiring and diffusing among the people useful 
inform ation respecting the subjects it has in 
charge, and are doing in the cause of intelligent 
and progressive farm ing by the collection cf 
statistics, by testing the value and usefulness of 
new seeds and plants and distributing such as 
are found desirable among agriculturists. 
This 
aud other powers and duties w ith which this de­ 
partm ent is invested are of the utm ost im port­ 
ance, aud. if wisely exercised, m ust be of great 
benefit to th e country. 
The aim of onr benefi­ 
cent governm ent is the Im provem ent of the 
people in every station and the am elioration of 
t heir condition. H ereby our agriculturists should 
not !>e neglected. 
The in strum entality estab ­ 
lished in aid of the fanners of the land should 
not only be well equipped for the accom plish­ 
m ent of its purpose, but those for whose benefit 
it has l»een adopted should be encoura, ed to 
avail them selves fully of Its advantages. 


C IV IL 
SE R V IC E 
R EFO R M . 
TIM ELY WORDS. 
The report of the civil service comm.psion, 
which will be subm itted, contains an account of 
the m anner in which the civil service lav has 
been executed during the last year, and much 
valuable inform ation on thi. im portant subject. 
I am inclined to think that there is no sentim ent 
more general in the m inds of the people of our 
eountrv than a conviction of correctness cf the 
principle upon which the law enforcing olv'l ser­ 
vice reform is based. In its present condition the 
Jaw regulates only part of the subordinate public 
l>ositious throughout the country. 
It applies a 
test of fitness to applicants for these places bv 
m eans of a com petitive exam ination, and gives 
large discretion to th e com m issioners as to the 
character of exam ination and m any other m atters 
connected w ith its execution. 
Thus the rules 
and regulations adopted by the commission have 
m uch to do w ith the practical usefulness of the 
statu te and w ith the results ot its application. 
The people may well tru st the commission to 
execute the law w ith perfect fairness and w ith 
as little irritation as is possible; but, of course, 
no relaxation of the principle which underlies it, 
and no weakening of the safeguards which sxir- 
round it, can be expected. Experience in its 
adm inistration will probably suggest am end­ 
m ent of the m ethod of its execution, but I ven­ 
ture to hoiie that we shall never again be re­ 
m itted to the system which distributes public 
public positions purely as 
REW ARDS FOR PARTISAN SERVICE. 
D oubts may well lie entertained w hether our 
governm ent could survive th e strain of a con­ 
tinuance of 
this system , which upon every 
change of adm inistration inspires an imm ense 
array of claim ants for office to lay siege to the 
patronage of governm ent, engrossing the tim e 
of public officers w ith im portunities, spread­ 
ing abroad the contagion of th eir disappoint­ 
m ent and filling the air w ith the tu m ult of their 
discontent. 
The allurem ents of an imm ense 
num ber of offices and places exhibited to the 
voters of the land, aud the prom ise of their 
bestowal in recognition of partisan activity, 
debauch the suffrage and rob political action of 
its thoughtful and deliberative character. 
The 
evil would increase w ith the m ultiplication of 
offices consequent upon our extension, and the 
m ania tor officeholding, growing from its indul­ 
gence, would pervade our population so gener­ 
ally th a t 
patriotic 
purpose, the support of 
principle, th e desire for the public good and 
solicitude for the nation's welfare would l>e 
nearly banished from the activity of onr party 
contests and cause them to degenerate iuto igno­ 
ble, selfish and disgraceful struggles for the 
possession 
of 
office 
and 
public 
place. 
Civil service reform enforced by law came not too 
soon to check the progress of demoralization. 
One of its effects, not euough regarded, is the 
freedom it brings to the political actions of those 
conservative men who, in fear of the confusion 
and risk attending an arbitrary and sudden 
change in all the public offices w ith change of 
party rule, cast their ballots against such a 
change. 
Farties 
seem 
necessary, and 
will 
continue to exist; nor can it be now denied th a t 
there are legitim ate advantages not disconnected 
w ith officeholding which follows party suprem ­ 
acy. 
While partisanship continues bitter and 
pronounced, and supplies so much of m otive to 
sentim ent and action, it is not fair to hold public 
officials in charge of im portant tru sts responsi­ 
ble for the best results iu the perform ance of 
their duties, and yet insist th at they shall rely 
in confidential and im portant places upon the 
work of those not only opposed to them in p olit­ 
ical affiliation, but so steeped in partisan preju­ 
dice and rancor th at they have no loyalty to 
tfceir chiefs and no desire for their success Civil 
service reform does not exact this, nor does It 
require that those in subordinate positions who 
fail in yielding th eir best service, or who are 
incom petent, should be retained sim ply because 
they are in place. 
The w hining of a clerk d is­ 
charged for indolence or iucom petency, who, 
though he gained his place by the worst possible 
oiieration of the spoils system , suddenly discov­ 
ers th at he is entitled to protection under the 
sanction of civil service reform, represents an 
idea no less absurd than the clam or of tne ap­ 
plicant who claims the vacant position as his 
conqien^ation for the 
MOST QUESTIONABLE PARTY WORK. 
The civil service law does not prevent the dis­ 
charge of the indolent or inoom petent clerk, but 
does prevent supplying his place w ith the unfit 
p arty worker. 
Thus in both the phases is seen 
benefit to the public service. 
And the people 
w ho desire good governm ent having secured this 
statu te will not relinquisn its benefits w ithout 
protest, nor are they u nm indful of the fact th at 
its lull a* 1 vantages can only be gained through 
the com plete good faith of those having its ex­ 
ecution in charge, and this they will insist upon. 
I recom mend th at th e salaries of the civil serv­ 
ice com m issioners be increased to a sum more 
nearly com m ensurate to their im portant duties. 


M ISCELLA N EO U S. 
THE CONGRESSIONAL LIBRARY. 
It is a source of considerable aud not u n n at­ 
ural discontent th at no adequate provision has 
vet been m ade for accom m odating the principal 
library <>f the governm ent. 
Of the vast collec­ 
tion of books and pam phlets gathered at the 
capitol, num bering some seven hundred thou­ 
sand, exclusive of m anuscripts, maps, and the 
products of the graphic arts, also of great vol­ 
ume and value, only about throe hundred th o u ­ 
sand volumes, or less than half the collection, 
are provided w ith shelf room ; the others, which 
are increasing a t th e rate of from tw enty-five to 
th irty thousand volumes a year, are not only in ­ 
accessible to th e public, but are subject to seri­ 
ous damage aud deterioration from other causes 
in their present situation. 
A consideration of 
the fact th at the library of the capitol ha* twice 
been destroyed or damaged by fire, is daily 
increasing value and its im portance, at a place 
ot deposit of books under th e law relating to 
copyright, m akes m anifest the necessity of 
prom pt action to insure its proper accomm oda­ 
tion and protection. 
DISTRICT MATTERS. 
Mv attention has been called to a controversy 
which ha* arisen from the condition of the law 
relating to railroad facilities iu the city of W ash­ 
ington, w hich has involved the comm issioners of 
the d istrict in m uch annoyance and trouble. 1 
hope the difficulty will be prom ptly settled by 
appropriate 
legislation. 
The comm issioners 
represent th a t enough of the revenues of the 
d istrict are now on deposit in the treasury of the 
U nited States to repay the sum advanced by the 
governm ent for sewer im provem ents under the 
act of Ju n e 30, 1881. They desire now* an a d ­ 
vance of the share which ultim ately should be 
borne by the district of the coat of extensive 
im provem ents to the streets of the city. 
The 
total expenses of these contem plated im prove­ 
m ents is estim ated at $1,000,000, and they aro 
of the opinion that a considerable sum could bo 
saved if they had all the money iu hand, so th a t 
contracts for the whole work could be made at 
the same tim e. 
They express confidence th a t if 
the advance asked for should lie made the gov­ 
ernm ent would be reim bursed the same w ithin a 
reasonable time. 
I have no doubt th a t these 
im provem ents could be m ade m uch cheaper if 
undertaken together and prosecuted according 
to a general plan. The license law now in force 
w ithin the d istrict is deficient and uncertain in 
some of its provisions and ought to be amended. 
The comm issioners urge, w ith good reason, the 
necessity of providing a building for the use of 
the district governm ent, which shall better se­ 
cure the safety and preservation of its valuable 
books and records. 
THE PRESIDENTIAL SUCCESSION. 
The present condition of the law in relation 
to the succession to the presidency in the event 
of the death, disability or removal of both the 
president and vice president is such as to re­ 
quire im m ediate am endm ent. This subject has 
repeatedly been considered by congress, but no 
result has been reached. 
The recent lam entable 
death of the vice president, and vacancies at the 
same tim e in all other offices, the incum bents of 
which m ight im m ediately exercise the functions 
of the president ial office, has causeii public an x ­ 
iety, aud a ju st dem and th at a recurrence of 
such a condition of affairs should not be per­ 
m itted. 
In conclusion I commend to the wise 
and thoughtful attention of congress the needs, 
the welfare and the co-operation of an intelli­ 
gent and generous nation. To subordinate these 
to the narrow advantages of partisanship or the 
accom plishm ent of selfish aim s is to violate the 
people’s tru st and betray the people’s interests. 
B ut an individual sense of responsibility on the 
part of each of us, and a stern determ ination to 
perform our duty well, m ust give us place among 
those who have added in their day and genera­ 
tion to the glorv and prosperity of our beloved 
land.

breath did so comfort her stom ach.”
